This decision has Ikmhi the burden of 
political talk since the (‘ase was tried 
In Judge Faith's court several days 
ago. when possession. of twelve hogs 
was given Mr. Shaunty.

vord citizens, was presented to the 
commissioners’ court, asking that th*1 
office of constable in the Alvord p r e ­ 
cinct be declared vacant, and the jk4H- 
lloners solicited the appointment of 
Mr. Carr, who was one of the central 
figures in the hog case.
